Nos. 1 
and 2 we happen to recognize. 1, Peucedanumfwniculaceum Nutt. 2, Cymoptcrus qlom- 
er.das DC. Tint t'loy should be collected after the fruit is formed. Same of 3, wuich 
is Carex Jili/oliu ]Sutt. 
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
